"I agree with yon that m needleaa 
war ia a monatroaa erime," aaid Mr 
Cleveland, "but," he added, lighting a 
cigarand blowingout acloud of smoko, 
"1 never hear the expression, 'the 
horrora of war,' that I am not reminded 
of a converaation I once OTerheard 
iu Buffalo many year!) ago. A numhrr 
of veterans of the Civil War were dis- 
cussing the horrors of war. 'How 
horrible ia war,' aaid the firat epeaker 
'Look at the loas ol property it entails!' 
'Yes,' said another, 'un l look at the 
los?' ol life,notto nieuiion the maimeil 
and wouniled!' 'Yes,' remarked the 
third man,'and jnat look at the widows 
and orphans that are made by every 
war! War ia, indeed, a horrible 
thing!' 

" 'Gentlemen,'8aidaone>legged man 
who waa aitting over in the comer, 
and bad taken no part in the conversa- 
tion up to that time, 'I can tell you of 
a wuriS horror than any yew have 
named!'

The place 
only boasted of one rich man, but he 
owned pnotioBlly everything in sight. 
One day aevanl vniBgen ia lb* Poet- 
office began talking aboat the towa'a 
only millionaire.
